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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 1-4-2005 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. Specifically, throughout the applicant's Remarks, applicant argued that the cited references 
do not disclose that "generating an initial rasterization starting point estimate when the sorted vertex data lies within the tile boundary and 
discarding the sorted vertex data that lie outside of the tile boundary" of recited claims, as the cited references merely disclose a starting 
point that lies outside of rather than within the tile. However, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e. 'a starting point 
within the tile', 'after discarding') are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
